A" new type of' fuel for which re- 


markable claims are made has been 
invented by Richard Bo wen, managing 
director of Laminated Coal (Ltd.), an 
English company which hay recently 
been formed to exploit the process. 
The new fuel is produced iroru coal 
slack and dust, lignite, peat or other 
material, with a binder of pitch. Tie 
blocks are formed of a number of lay- 
ers, which have the same effect as the 
laminations in ordinary large lumps 
ot coal. The new fuel can be made in 
blocks of any desired size, and by com- 
bining various ty-pejj of material it is 
stilted that a 'product ot' any required 
calorific value within reason can'be 
produced. 


It is claimed that a good house or in- 


dustrial coal can he produced from 
materials that could not hitherto be 
utilized far these purposes. Put brief- 
ly, Uie inventor's claim is that out of 
wit at has so far been regarded as 
waste material reconstructed coal, in j 
layers or In mirations, just as it oc- I 
curs in the earth, has been produced. I 
The cost of laminated' coal is said to 
be considerably below that of ordinary 
coal.
